was not to Faſt, they being rather Feftzvals com- 
memorating Chris joytul Reſurredion;) {o that 
deducting out of Lent the fix. Sundays;. there will 
remain but fix and thirty Faſting-days, to which 
theſe tour of this week,added, make the juſt num- 
ber of Forty. This Day is unto Lent, as a fair 
Portal to a goodly Building : and is of very grave 
antiquity, carrying in' its very. FT name Emblems of 
Mortihcation, Aſhes; and firſt putting on us the 
neceſſary weeds of ſorrow, Sack{sth : A firong 
and necdful reflexion on that, Gen. 3: Dujt thou 
art, and to dujt thou ſhalt return ; Checking, our 
extravagancics, and bringing us into Fo#'s good 
company, Chap. 42. that we being more linful, 
might be as penitent, and abhor ozr ſelves in duſt 
and aſhes ! as the Eaſtern manner was, to ſprinkle 
thoſe upon the head, in caſe of deep affliction, 
Fob 2. and to clothe with Sackcloth, as you ce 
the-uſual Rites deſcribed, Tſa. 58. 5. whence good 
Chriſtians borrowed, and, as on this day, better 
uſcd thoſe enfigns of Humiliation. Mortification

St. James, ſomewhat like Henoch ( the ſhorteſt- 
lived among the Patriarchs before the Flood) with 
theſhorteſt circxit, finiſhed the courſe of his Apo- 
fileſhipz, yet &r his death-( ſay ſome ) he tirſ 
propagated the Goſpel into Spain, for which he 
is ſtill owned there as Tutelar Saint of that grave 
Countrey. I ſay, thus St. Fames drank of Chriſt's 
Alfted chr. cup firſt, Anno Domini 43. And fo conſequently 
C. 27. was the firſt of all the Twelve Apoſtles in Chriſt's
